WASHINGTON, Jan. 27—Dun- 
can Sandys, British minister of 
defense, plunged into talks on 
global defense policies with Sec- 
retary of State Dulles tonight 
within hours of his arrival on a 
four-day visit to Washington. 

The unscheduled talk took place 
at Dulles’ home. British Ambas- 


vited. 

Sandys is the first British min- 
ister to visit Washington since 
Harold Macmillan suceeeded An- 
thony Eden as prime minister. 
He is expected to discuss with 
American officials the meaning 
for Western defense of the new 
government’s plans to cut down 
Britain’s defense expenditures. 


One important aspect of the 
talks will revolve around the de- 
velopment and manufacture of 
guided missiles.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan. 27 (P—A dynamite bomb, tossed 


|during the pre-dawn darkness, shattered a Négro’s house and 


damaged a service station early today while another fizzled out 
at the home of the city’s top integration leader. 


Police said that an unidentified 
Negro cab driver was slightly in- 
jured and ‘three other cab com- 
pany employes shaken up when 
a bomb exploded between a Negro 
residence and a combination .serv- 
ice station and Negro cab stand. 

Another bomb was hurled at the 
home of the Rev. M. L. King, Jr., 
just across the street, but the 
crude package of 12 sticks of dy- 
ramite bounced off the front door 
and smouldered without exploding 
on the porch. 

A crowd of angry Negroes 
formed around King’s house fol- 
lowing the explosion, but King, 
leader of a drive to integrate city 
buses here, helped police avoid a 
possible riot. 

The City Commission today of- 


fered a $2,000 reward for ‘any 
information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of anyone who has 
thrown any bombs.” 

Two Negroes were arrested and 
charged with disorderly conduct 
after the crowd of ‘“‘about 500” 
Negroes formed around King’s 
house. 

Ruppenthal said that Vurilie D.

Last Resort To Locate Dying Kitty 


Fails in ‘Case of Meowing House’ 


GLENDORA, Calif., Jan. 27 (UP 
—Vincent Carta had his new house 
fluoroscoped last night in a des- 


perate ‘“‘last resort’ to find the 
cat that has been meowing in the 
walls for three weeks, but the 
house still purred today. 

A police X-ray technician went 
over every inch of every wall, 
without picking up the telltale 
image of a cat’s skeleton.

BRUSSELS, Belgium, Jan. 27 # 
—Top diplomats of six West Eu- 
ropean nations today agreed in 
principle to build a joint atomic 
plant to produce nuclear material 
for military as well as peaceful 
purposes. 

The cost of the installation, la- 
beled the ‘‘European Plant for the 
Extraction of Uranium Isotopes,”’ 
was estimated at 240 million dol- 
lars. 

A French-German dispute had 
been stalling agreement on a 
treaty setting up Euratom, a plan 


for unifying the nuclear programs 
of France, West Germany, Italy, 


Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Luxembourg. 
COSTS CITED 

West German Foreign Minister 
Henrich von Brentano argued that 
the proposed plant was too expen- 


sive and that scientific progress 
could make it unnecessary when 
completed three or four years 
hence. He said it would be cheap- 
er to buy isotopes and enriched 
uranium from the United States. 

But France’s Deputy Foreign 
Minister Maurice Faure countered 
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Arthur B. Snell, a Nashville, 


Tenn., businessman, told a meet-

Isolated, Mysterious Yemen 


Opens Its Doors to the West 


By HOMER BIGART 


(Copyright 1957 by The 
TAIZ, Yemen, Jan. 26—This 
opened its shutters to the outsid 
Engaged in sporadic fighting 
with Britain along her frontier 
with the Aden _ protectorate, 
Yemen decided. that the appro- 
priate way to appeal to world 
opinion would be to invite inspec- 
tion by western newsmen. 
Consequently, three _ British 
newsmen, three American and 
one Swiss suddenly found the 
door open to one of the least 
known nations. They have been 
told they may go where they 
please and write what they 
please about this mountainous 
land at the southern end of 


Arabia. 
There is no easy road to 
Yemen. To reach Taiz from 


Aden requires eight hours in a 
Jeep. 

It is only 125 miles but the 
road is a rough track across the 
sandy desert of the western part 
of the Aden protectorate, past the 
green oasis of the sultanae of 
Lahez, then over a black desert of 
voleanic rock to the Yemeni 
frontier. | 

Beyond the frontier the: trail 
winds upward through boulder- 
strewn wadis, or valleys, finally, 
in the uplands of southern Yeme 
the trail emerges from a wor 
of emptiness into a fertile area 
fed by mountain streams. , 

Taiz, the present capital of 
Iman Ahmed, the Yemen ruler, 
sprawls at the base of a 9,000- 
foot mountain. It is. a city of 
50,000 inhabitants, built almost 
entirely of stone. 

Towering above the narrow 
streets off the walled square are 
the twin, white-washed minarcts 
of Al Ashrafia mosque, which

Their robes usually reach just 
below the knees and are gathered 
at the waist by a gold and black 
embroidered belt that always con- 
tains an ornate curved dagger. 

Only one man was seen in West- 
ern dress. He was a foreign min- 
istry spokesman. A Cairo-educat- 
ed young man who welcomed the 
newsmen. He explained that the 
Iman, who suffers from rheuma- 
tism, was taking baths at Sokhna, 
on the coastal plain, but might 
permit an interview later. 

The spokesman charged that 
the British had strafed the Yeme- 
ni villages of Harib, Gaadaba, 
Baida and Shoaib in the last 
month. The newsmen could visit 
those places and view the de- 
struction, he said.

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- King Saud Arrives 
With Another Crisis 


The visit of King Ibn Saud of Saudi 

_ Arabia comes at a time when a new crisis 

is building up in the Middle East. That’s 

why Washington attaches such impor- 

*. tance to this trip by a potentate who must 

*l appear to most Americans as something 
out of the Arabian Nights. 

Saudi Arabia is important to this coun- 
try for a number of reasons. In the first 
place, its fabulous oil deposits have been 
developed by American coneerns. Its 
strategic location and the fact that the 
United States has an important air base 
there make it vital in all our Middle 
East plans. 

King Saud is a friend of this coun- 
try but he is also allied with Egypt’s 
Nasser. He is committed to the Arab 
resolve to wipe out Israel. Our bargaining 
point is that he needs the oil revenues 
to sustain his feudal economy. Without 
U.S. and Western markets, his country, 
too, would soon fall to Communist domi- 
nation. 

He knows these things and yet is a 

'"~ictim of the Arab fanaticism which has 
found its leader in Nasser. He comes to 
this country at a time when the situation 
looks equally as bad as before the events 
of last October. 

Premier Ben-Gurion of Israel refuses 
to withdraw his troops from the Gaza 

’ strip, which separates his country from 
Egypt, until adequate safeguards are set 
up by the United Nations to protect the 
Israelis from Nasser-inspired raids. He 
seeks safe passage through the Suez Canal 
and in the Gulf of Aqaba. 

President Nasser still acts like a con- 
queror. He threatens to stop clearing the 
canal and hints at “Russian volunteers.” 
He is admitting Russian “technicians” by 
the thousand to teach Egyptians how to 
operate the renewed flow of arms into that 
country. The Eisenhower Doctrine 1s Op- 
erating in reverse with the Russians 
already there. . 

The situation which precipitated the 
armed action by Britain and France 1s 
being returned to the status quo and a 
condition potentially more dangerous. Ex- 
perience is proving what British and 
French statesmen have maintained all 
along. Nasser’s ambitions cannot be con- 
tained. Neither can he be appeased. 

So King Saud’s visit cannot be taken 
lightly. He must be persuaded that his 
interests lie with ours and that his and 
his country’s future depend upon his not 
going the way of Nasser.

If the late primary bill for the City of 
Atlanta is blocked in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, it will be a safe prediction 
that someone will pay the political con- 
sequences. 

Public opinion supports a late pri- 
mary. As a matter of principle, all 
thoughtful people see the wisdom of 
shortening the time between elections 
and taking office. Early primaries never 
have been the will of the people but the 
decisions of a few politicians who see 
them as helpful in manipulating the vote. 

A bill, proposed by Sen. Charlie 
Brown, setting the primary for next fall, 
has been passed by the Senate. It is now 
in the House. If it is blocked there, it is 
a good guess that those responsible will 
be held accountable by the people them- 
selves.

‘Buck Passing’ Plagues 


Civil Defense Program 


If County Commissioner Jim Aldredge 
would like to know what is really “basic- 
ally wrong” with Atlanta’s civil defense 
program, the commission itself can pro- 
vide much of the answer. 

The main thing wrong is the lack of 
support for anything approximating an 
adequate program by the city and county 
itself. 

Perhaps the federal government should 
take over the entire responsibility for the 
program. Many people think so. But un- 
til it does, cities who fail to make every 
effort to develop theit own program are 
flirting with disaster. 

In spite of the hundreds of volunteer 
workers who have given so freely of their 
time and energy, Atlanta’s civil defense 
setup leaves much to be desired. There has 
not been enough money on hand even to 
keep the air raid sirens in working order. 
Should an attack occur tomorrow, most 
of the city’s inhabitants would be killed. 

The commissioners and the city gov- 
ernment should find out what is “basic- 
ally wrong,” if that be the case. From this 
angle it looks like both have decided to 
run the risk that there will not be an 
atomic war or if there is, to sacrifice the 
population because the federal govern- 
ment has not. accepted responsibility.

Jailing Unwed Mothers 
Is Not the Solution 


Few issues brought up recently have 
aroused more pro and con discussion than 
proposed legislation to fine and imprison 
unwed mothers. 

The objective of the proposal is laud- 
able ‘in that it is designed to discourage 
the increasing number of illegitimate chil- 
dren which the state must support. In 
some instances—far too many—it can 
be argued that unscrupulous and immoral 
persons have made a racket of it with 
multiple illegitimate children. 

The measure is unwise, however, in 
that it would be self-defeating. The state 
very well might find itself taking on a 
bigger burden than it hopes to get rid of. 
It not only would have to care for the 
illegitimate babies but would assume an- 
other ward in their mothers. 

From the sociological standpoint, it 
would amount to punishment of a child 
for something over which he had no con- 
trol. Unnecessary branding of both 
mother and child in many instances 
would create welfare and crime problems 
which could cost the state far more in 
the long run. 

While well-intentioned, this bill is un- 
wise and should be defeated. Its effects 
would be costly and tragic.

Welcome to King Saud Ibn 
Abdul Aziz al Faisal al Saud 


The red carpet is out in Washington this week for an honored 
guest. He is the king of Saudi Arabia—Saud, son of Abdul Aziz of the 
family of Faisal of the house of Saud. King Saud is a somewhat unusual 
guest for this country which makes so much of its concern about 


democracy, tolerance and morals. 

He is one of the last of the ab- 
solute monarchs, his word is law 
over some five or six million peo- 
ple. He can lift a finger and a 
subject’s head or hand is lopped 
off. In accordance with Arabian 
custom and Moslem law, he has 
had many wives—not more than 
four at a time—and is father of at 
least 40 sons. Daughters aren’t 
publicly listed. 

His wealth (actually his na- 
tion’s) is fabulous. Income from oil 
brings in more than 200 million dol- 
lars lily. The royal house- 
hof@ of some 10,000 persons con- 
sumes 16 per cent of this revenue. 
Royal subsidies to tribal leaders 
are a further drain. 

King Saud has 24 personal pal- 
aces. Royal princes have their own. 
Saudi Arabia is the best Cadillac 
market east of Suez—250 were sold 
in 1955. 

Amid this -royal luxury, the 
common folk do not do well. In 
his book on oil and the Middle 
East, Dr. Benjamin Shwadran, ed- 
itor of ‘‘Middle Eastern Affairs,” 
writes: ‘‘Life expectancy in Saudi 
Arabia is 33 years; tuberculosis is 
prevalent; 70 per cent of the pop- 
ulation have trachoma and at least 
40 per cent suffer from syphilis. 
In 1950,it was estimated that the 
per capita income was only $45.” 

_It was King Saud who said in 
January, 1954, that the Arab peo- 
ple should sacrifice up to 10 mil- 
lion of their 50 million people, if 
necessary, to wipe out Israel. It is 
at Dhahran, the American air base 
in Saudi Arabia, that no American 
military chaplain is permitted to 
wear the Christian cross in public. 

Despite all these facts, no one 
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seems disturbed about King Saud’s 
visit to Washington. No congress- 
men are threatening to resign, no 
angry resolutions are being passed. 
Nor should there be, 


The king is seeing President Ei- 
senhower for a discussion of mu- 
tual problems—keeping the Reds 
out of the Middle East, safeguard- 
ing the oil resources, maintaining 
the American air base. It’s a busi- 
ness proposition. We all do business 
with people we don’t agree with 
and with people who don’t agree 
with us—including the Russians. 

So welcome to King Saud Ibn 
Abdul Aziz al Faisal al Saud. 

But, say, why all the fuss about 
Tito of Yugoslavia coming over 
for a visit with the President in 
the spring?

Official ‘Leaks’ Foil 


Democratic Process 


WASHINGTON-—A professional journalistic ques- 
tion in which the public has a direct concern was 
asked of President Eisenhower at his latest press 


conference, the first in 10 weeks. To appreciate the pertinence of the 
question it is necessary to cite briefly the facts which produced it. 


Eisenhower was reminded that a 
few weeks ago, in Augusta, some 
reporters wrote they had _ over- 
heard him “giving the dickens’’ to 
Secretary of Defense Wilson for 
alleged ‘“‘leaks’’ in the Pentagon, 
but that despite this fact the Amer- 
ican people got their first informa- 
tion about the new Eisenhower 
Middle East doctrine from an “‘in- 
spired’”’ and unattributable leak 
from the administration. 

The President then was asked 
what he thought about such a prac- 
tice and his reply was: 

“I don’t believe in such methods 
and I don’t trust them so I have 
never been a party to an inspired 
leak.”’ 

That is a welcome answer. I 
think every correspondent would 
testify that in their experience the 
President has never been a party 
to an inspired leak. 

But the administration has been 
a party to numerous, calculated 
and significant leaks and it seems 
to me important to try to see clear- 
ly what is bad about these official 
leaks and what is relatively harm- 
less about them. 

Here are some examples of de- 
liberate, official administration 
leaks: : 

The President’s decision to name 
Gov. Earl Warren of California to 
be chief justice of the United States 
was leaked to a few correspondents 
in advance of the White House an- 
nouncement by, it was later dis- 
closed, Atty.

provided the margin in two— 
Tennessee and Louisiana. 
This second influence in the 


South is important for the long 
range. Southerners will continue 
to be dominant. in the Democratic 
Party in Congress and stamp their 
brand on it so far as Negro votes 
are concerned by dramatizing an- 
tagonism to civil rights legislation. 

To exploit this, Republicans 
have a weapon and a simple one— 
publicity of Southern Democratic 
activities. : 

But the Southern Republican 
story is not that simple. ‘Negroes 
alone can’t win elections. 

Nor if the Republican Party is 
to get a real hold in the South can 
it rest with carrying a few states 
for the Republican candidate for 
President every four years. It 


must break the Democratic hold

Last month the Washington Post 
and the Times-Herald carried a 
banner headline which read: ‘U.S. 
Modifies Disarmament Plan.’’ This 
was not a governmegt announce- 
ment; it was another leak, this 
time to about 12 reporters by Har- 
old Stassen who authorized the in- 
formation but would not allow his 
name to be used. It came just be- 
fore an important congressional 
committee report on disarmament. 

Now what’s wrong with this? If 
this is just a complaint of some 
newspapermen against other news- 
papermen because they haven't 
been the beneficiaries of some gov- 
ernment leaks, then however valid 
the complaint there is nothing par- 
ticularly horrendous about it. 


But it seems to me that the real 
offense behind the news-leak meth- 
ods, which the President ‘‘dis- 
trusts,’ has nothing whatever to 
do with competitive journalism. 

The grave error of the “‘inspired 
leak’’ is that it dangles significant 
new policy before the American 
people without parentage. 

The administration makes it im- 
possible to determine the source of 
the information or where the re- 
sponsibility for it lies. 

Surely the public ought not to be 
asked to give its support to new 
policy proposals which reach it dis- 
embodied and suspended in type 
with no credentials from the Pres- 
ident, the secretary of state or any 
identifiable official.

obstetrics. 

Loss of these men, Dr. Bloom 
said, will make it hard for Grady 
to get interns, residents and re- 
search fellows next year. 

Dr. Bloom said the major teach- 
ing load at Emory and Grady is 
borne by physicians from the At- 
lanta community on a voluntary 
basis. He said more than 450 physi- 
cians give part of their time—‘‘but 
they need a nucleus of full-time 
clinical professors to supervise 
patient care.” 


ON “PART-TIMING” 

Some of the departments at Em- 
ory (including pediatrics and psy- 
chiatry) are now headed by prac- 
ticing physicians whoserve as 
“acting chairmen.’’ However cap- 
able these doctors are, they have 
many private patients and cannot 
devote full time to Grady, Dr. 
Bloom said. 

“The responsibility for patient 
care should not be shouldered on a 
part-time basis,’’ he declared. 

Dr. Bloom, who has been on the 
Emory medical school faculty for 
10 vears, said his criticisms are 
intended to be ‘‘constructive.’’ He 
said he does not want to hurt the 
medical school, and he still wants 
Emory to be ‘“‘the outstanding 


He pointed out that he was 
reared in Atlanta and attended 
Boys High School and Emory 
University before going to Yale 
University medical school. At 
Grady Hospital, he is in charge 
of the diabetes clinic and the 
endocrine clinic—and he pro- 
vides. medical care for patients 
on the wards. 


WHAT OF CHARITY PATIENTS? 


“My major concern,” he said, 
‘is how we are going to meet 
the needs of charity patients In 
this community in the future. 
The needs are growing—and 
there is no evidence as yet that 
anyone will assume the responsi- 
bility of taking care of these pa- 
tients.”’ 

Dr. Bloom said he is “‘all in 


‘favor of developing the medical 


school on the Emory campus— 
but not at the expense of Grady 
Hospital.’’ 

When the new Grady Hospita) 
is opened, he said, it will need 
more—not fewer—doctors, resi- 
dents, interns and nurses. He 
said plans should be made now 


for expanded and improved serv- 


ices. 

In his letter of resignation, Dr. 
Bloom said his decision was not 
taken lightly since he had de- 
voted 10 years to Emory. 


CIVIC ROLE 


‘‘Above all things,’’ he wrote, 
‘I feel that freedom to seek and 
speak the truth in an environ- 
ment of tolerance justice and re- 
spect for human dignity is funda- 
mental to the future of educa- 
tion. However, recent and past 
events would indicate that the 
ideals, principles and education- 
al goals for which I have been 
working are different from those 
currently employed in the school.’’ 

He said his own goals had been

Now the Cabots Speak to the Bartelettas 


(This is the first in a series on the 
eternal yet changing social structure. in 
Boston.)

BOSTON, Jan. 27—The spirit of the late 
George Apley will stride purposefully along 
Beacon street as long as there is a Boston. 

Some who wear the tweed of Boston 
society may dispute this. But the discern- 
ing eye can, nevertheless, still see Mr. 
Apley’s counterpart on the staff of almost 
any one of the Boston trusts that still han- 
dle the Yankee fortunes founded in clipper- 
ship days. 

The name Apley—a fictional creation 
of John P. Marquand—does not appear, of 
course, in the Boston edition of the Social 
Register. But what it stands for still lives 
outside the pages of Mr. Marquand’s novel 
about a proper Bostonian. 


SPIRIT STALL LIVES 

George Apley’s spirit still lives, although 
the lines of demarcation between the Four 
Hundred of society with a capital S and the 
2,500,000 of society with a little s in the 
Boston area have been considerably erod- 
ed, especially since World War II. 

The Boston where ‘‘the Lowells speak 
only to the Cabots and the Cabots speak 
only to God’’ has changed considerably. 
Now, both the Lowells and Cabots speak 
to the Shapiros and Foleys and Bartelettas 
about expressways and redevelopment, if 
not about teas or parties. 

The same First Family names still 
appear in the Social Register. The 1957 
edition lists nine Lowells and 44 Cabots, 
as well as Forbeses, Adamses, Frothing- 
hams, Saltonstalls and Gardners. 


NEW NAMES ON DEB LIST 

But in the Boston debutante list last 
June there was a big group of “new 
names—Collins, MacFadden, Goob, Cahill, 
Broggini, Darmody, Dymsza and Smedal. 

In general, Boston society has come to 
be made up of an increasing number of 
concentric circles. The inner circle re- 


mains rather impregnable. Membership 
in it is held by inheritance or tradition. 


It once took two or three generations 
to be accepted in capital S Society. Now 
it can be done in one, under special cir- 
cumstances. For example, a girl who has 
been to the right schools and is an accom-

Newcomers to society are admitted to 
limited rights and benefits. These may 
range from invitations to dinner parties 
and balls to membership on civic commit- 
tees or even membership in the Somerset 
Club for men and the Chilton for women. 
The line may very well be drawn at invi- 
tations to weddings within the inner circles. 


WAR WEAKENED BARRIERS 

World War II was responsible for weak- 
ening some social barriers. The war, ac- 
cording to one former debutante, pointed 
up the uselessness of rounds of parties. 
Then, too, more and more debutantes be- 
gan to go to college. 

Away from home, the girls have been 
meeting and marrying men from less 


wealthy families. These young couples 
have not only breacned the barriers, but 
also, some feel, have created a society 
that is more democratic, more tolerant 
of ethnic, religious and economic differ- 
ences.

Reducing Club Needs Pepping Up 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 


Reducing together in a club is 
an effective way to lose weight, 
but only if the club is well or- 
ganized and carried on with en- 
thusiasm. 

The spirit of members can 
mark the difference between a 
club that will succeed and one 
that will be short lived. 


One reducing club in Indiana 
appears to have bogged down. 
Here’s the letter: 

“Something has happened to 
our reducing club. We have 15 
members, but only five or six 
attend meetings. Im on the 
program committee, but there 
are never enough at meetings 
to participate in games. We 


don't even sing any more. It 


should be for the express pur- 
pose of helping members to 


lose excess fat. An understand- 


ing of the psychological prob- 
lems back of the reasons for 
overeating can be accomplished 
by the talk-it-over method. 

If each overweight will keep 
a record of when she is tempted 
to overindulge, a group discus- 
sion can bring enlightenment. 
Since the urge to overeat is a 
common problem, the discus- 
sion is in a helpful rather than 
a critical tone. A person who 
has reduced and kept the weight 
off makes a fine leader for the 
discussion.

be placed on nutrition. The ac- 
tual reducing is done by the 
daily food pattern. 

Ideally, the club should be 
guided by a nutritionist or a 
home economist. Such leader- 
ship can sometimes be obtained 
through community resources 
such as the “Y’’, the local 
health department, the exten- 
sion service of the state agri- 
cultural college or the local 
community center. 

In every club, each member 
should have a specific responsi- 
bility. For example, one mem- 
ber can have charge of bring- 
ing in low calorie recipes, an- 
other can take over on weigh- 
ing-in, another on measure- 
ments. A backsliding chairman 
is needed. 

To spark interest, a reducing 
club in Maine charged a penny 
for each pound of overweight 
and at each meeting, as pounds 
wae lost, cash dividends were 
paid. ;

MARRIAGES, DIVORCES 


Marriages and divorces create move- 
ments within the circles. A Social Reg- 
isterite with enough standing who mar- 
ries outside the list may have his spouse 
accepted. Lacking enough standing, he 


may be dropped. Divorce can and has 
broken a family into two circles. 

By tradition Protestant, Boston society 
has outer circles in which Roman Cath- 
olics and occasionally Jews are accepted. 
These new circles were created by suc- 
cess in contracting, insurance and other 
economic endeavors. But on the periphery 
of these circles there are those who just 
serve on civic and charitable committees. 
They stand a chance of having their chil- 
dren accepted. 


SHIPPING FORTUNES 


Most of the First Famfly traditions of 
Boston were founded on shipping fortunes. 
Later, capital was invested in textiles and 
big industrial concerns, giving rise to 
newer First Families. 

. Banking, the law and medicine are par- 
ticularly attractive to those First Family 


men who are not engaged in managing 
inherited trusts. They seldom take an 
active part in management; so, with rare 
exceptions, the Boston man of society is 
not an industrial leader. 


One of the exceptions is Charles Fran- 
cis Adams Jr., president.of Raytheon, a 
fast-growing electronics company. Mr. 
Adams represents the sixth generation of 
a family that produced the second and sixth 
presidents of the United States, John 
Adams and his son, John Quincy. 


FIFTH GENERATION 


The fifth generation Mr. Adams was the 
epitome of what Cleveland Amory called 
“The Proper Bostonians.”” He was an 
astute banker, a reorganizer of the Bos- 
ton Community Fund, secretary of the 
Navy, a cup-winning yachtsman and one 
of the most ‘fluent swearers of his day. 

Another who epitomizes the Boston 
Yankee is Godfrey Lowell Cabot, now in 
his 90s. When Harvard University invited 
him to receive an honorary degree a few 
years ago, Mr. Cabot went over to Cam- 
bridge by subway in his formal attire. 
After the customary luncheon he tucked 
his citation under his arm and returned 
to Boston by subway. 

Today two men rank near the top 
among candidates for the title of Proper 
Bostonian. One is Ralph Lowell, a banker 
whose list of trusteeships, directorships 
and honors fills nearly half a column in 
Who’s Who in America. The other is Rob- 
ert (Bobby) Cutler, the witty banker and 
lawyer, who is special assistant to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower for National Security 
Council affairs. 


POLITICS 


In politics, Republican Sen. Leverett 
Saltonstall, Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr., Christian Herter, former gover- 
nor of Massachusetts and now undersecre- 
tary of state in Washington, and Endicott 
Peabody, a Democrat and grandson of 
the founder of Groton School, represent the 
surviving Brahmins. 

When Mr. Lodge failed to win re-elec- 
tion as a senator in 1952, one society 
leader attributed his defeat to ‘inherent 
arrogance’ toward the working-class vot- 
ers who decide elections in Massachusetts. 
Yet, those same voters now admire the 
ambassador as a champion of the free 
world in the United Nations.

a lot of us thought that Mrs. Luce must be getting old and mellow 
and slightly pawky. 
But if you examine her speech, made to a group of Repub-

life, particularly.

Why do they bother? 

The astonishing reason so many of them bother is that they 
know from bitter experience what a monstrous adversary polio 
can be. They themselves or someone in their own family has 
been struck by polio. This year’s drive may no longer benefit 
them, but they are concerned because, woman-like, they can’t 
stand to think of needless suffering anywhere.

For the most part they are women who have already worked 
hard in the campaign. Mrs. J. D. Reagan, who was stricken 
with polio in 1953 while awaiting the birth of the youngest of 
her two children, has been working from her home by telephon- 
ing. This, in spite of her husband’s death in an automobile acci- 
dent two months ago. 

Mrs. Grant Mattocks, of 173 Osner Dr., will be out ringing 
doorbells, too, and she’ll be tired. Mrs. Mattocks has two chil- 
dren at home and then little Tommy, age 6, who is a patient at 
Warm Springs. Tommy has had polio for two years and since he 
went to Warm Springs Mrs. Mattocks has driven down there 
every single day to see him.

The list is long. School chairmen all over the county are 
people who know intimately the pain and devastating helplessness 
of polio. They are mothers who have worked long and feverishly 
over stricken children of their own and are only now beginning 
to see heartbreakingly slow progress toward normalcy. 


Some of their children will benefit by the polio drive. For 
some it is too late. But because they know it well they will set 
out Monday night to tell their neighbors about the importance of 
getting the Salk vaccine—especially for fathers and mothers who 
must earn the living and run the home. And they will collect 
money for the continued fight if you have it to give.

Explained the doctor, ‘‘We all 
wanted to travel somewhere.

Dr. Peabody—a small, 50- 
year-old woman with big green 
eyes—set up the clinic in 
old building. But there 
any place for Dave, th 
to sleep when he came for 4 
visit. He used a maternity 
in one of the wards, but when 
an Arab mother moved in he 
had to move out. Ejighteen- 
year-old Emily could stay in 
the barracks provided for her 
mother. 


SERVED 80,000 


Dr. Peabody estimates that 
the clinic served about 80,000 
persons, including the wander- 
ing Bedouin tribes. At first, of 
course, it was hard to convince 
mothers that certain unhealth- 
ful practices had to be 
changed. But the clinic tried 
to incorporate good Arab cus- 
toms into Western health prac- 
tices. 

She described one problem 
this way: ‘‘When we scrubbed 
off all the dirt on the habies, 
they would squall their heads 
off. The mothers would stand 
by and cry, but gradually they 
seemed to realize we were 
helping their youngsters.’’ She 
estimated the infant death rate 
in Iraq to be almost 50 per cent. 
GRANDMOTHERS 

‘“‘Actually,”’ she laughed, ‘‘we 
had more trouble with g¢rand- 
mothers. They would try to 
talk their daughters back into 
the old ways. 


“Some of the expectant moth- 


ers literally had never seen a 
bed,’’ she continued, ‘‘and we 
would find them on the floor 


underneath, using the bed for 
a tent.’’ 


Also, the doctor explained, 
she had to practice ‘‘shotgun 
therapy,’’ for the tribes moved 
often and insisted on _ taking 
their families with them. In 
the clinic’s first year and a 
half, the medical group saw 
2,090 expectant mothers and 
3,300 babies. 

She has great praise for the 
rural Arab who was ‘“‘very ap- 
preciative’’ and learned ‘“‘re- 
markahbly fast.”’ 
the clinic made 
advances in. taking 
health problems. 

Dr. Peabody, who graduated 
from Johns Hopkins in 1931 and 
specialized in pediatrics, had 
always wanted to be a doctor. 
She took training in_ public 
health at Harvard—-taking time 
off to have her babies—-and 
then practiced pediatrics’ in 
Annapolis, Md., for eight years. 


“LIKED NEW THINGS” 

She got back into public 
health work because she ‘“‘liked 
new things .. . exploring some- 
thing different.’’ She had more 
trouble, she said, in getting into 
medical school than in getting 
out because the dean at Hop- 
kins advised her to “go back 
home and raise 10 children.”’ 
She told him she thought going 
to medical school was easier. 

Dr. Peabody said she really 
got discouraged in Iraq and 
wanted to come home when 
the temperature got up to 158 
degrees. But now she'd like to 
travel to Thailand or India.

“But look at the unfortunate 
laborer, the farmer, or the ar- 
tisan, whose work is the only re- 
source of a large family.

In World War I, Dr. Henry 
K. Beecher of Boston, had the 
opportunity of checking Dupuy- 


tren’s conclusions. A large group 
of men who had been wounded 
recently on the Anzio beachhead 
were questioned. All had been 
subjected to uninterrupted shell- 
fire for weeks and had extensive 
wounds. 

Only men who were clear men- 
tally, not in shock, and those not 
previously treated were included 
in the study. Each man was 
asked, ‘‘As you lie there, are 
you having any pain?’’ Question- 
ing was stopped when the ans- 
wer was “‘no”’ but if the wounded 
man said ‘‘yes’” the physician 
said, ‘‘Is it slight, moderate, or 
severe?”’ 


Then the soldier was asked 
whether pain was s0 severe 
that he wanted something for 
relief. Only 32 per cent said 
‘*ves.”” 


These findings were contrasted 
with a similar questionnaire 
among 150 civilian men who had 
undergone surgery. The opera- 
tions were performed on organs 
and bones paralleling those in 
the injured soldiers on the bat- 
tlefield.

other way to make the situation 
comparable. The same questions 
were asked the civilians and 83 
per cent requested a hypodermic 
for relief. 

This study demonstrates that 
the intensity of suffering is de- 
termined to a great extent by 
what pain means to the individ- 
ual. To paraphrase Dr. G. J. 
Guthrie relative to the suffering 
associated with the same kind of 
injury, the civilian writhes with 
agony whereas the soldier smiles 
with contempt.
